TBE DEÂD HERO. 


Dr. Pepper Talks Aboat dev. Sheridan'» 
Sodden Death-The Fnneral Will 
Be Largely Attended. 


Nnw TOBK, Aug. 7.—A Bur Harbor 
special says, Dr. William Pepper of 
Philadelphia was much surprised when 
informed of Gen. Sheridan's sudden 
death, as when he visited him on Satur- 
day he was improving rapidly and felt 
most sanguine and confident of his own 
recovery. 


The doctor said: '«Inevitably a patient 
with an extensive organic disease of the 
heart (as in all probability existed here) 
with fragments of heart clot adhering to 
the lining, is continually in danger of 
fatal heart failure and a sudden detach- 
ment of the fragments of such siae that 
if carried to the lungs almost immed- 
iately fatal results wUl follow. 


"On Sunday evening at the time when 
all the general's symptons were more en- 
couraging than at any previous period, 
the above occurred with such severity as 
to make all efforts to sustain the heart 
and lungs unavi^ing " 


TETB FDNBBAIT. 


WASHDSGTON, Aug. 7.—General Sheri- 
dan's funeral will undoubtedly be the 
most largelj attended of any held in 
Wasnington for many years, not except- 
ing that of General Logan. 
Although 
General Sheridan's death may have been 
daily expected for more than two months 
when the news of it came it was a keen 
shock; nothing was talked of except the 
life of "Little Phil." 
The action of 
congress, as well as that of President 
Cleveland and his executive ofBcers, evi- 
dences the high esteem in which 
the 
brilliant soldier was held in the public 
mind where he was best known. 


There are evidences of mourning on 
every hand; flags are at half-mast nnd 
great folds of black crepe are being taken 
out and placed upon public buildings. 
Notwithstanding the request of Mrs. 
Sheridan that the funeral be conducfed 
under the auspices of the army, and tha*- 
the remains be buried as those of a sol- 
dier, and not a citizen, it is expected 
that there will be, besides a large mil 
itary display, an enormous attendance 
of people lii^ng in distant states. A 
number of societies in New York, Bos 
ton and Philadelphia have already tele- 
graphed here for quarters at the hotels 
on Thursday, and military companies 
from numerous adjoining cities made 
announcement that they will be in at- 
tendance upon the funeral services.

WASHINAION, Aug. 7.—A general or- 
der was issued this afternoon by the war 
department in which the death of Gen- 
eral Sheridan was formally announced, 
coupled with a full statement of his mili- 
tary history. 


It closes thus: "In recognition of his 
military service the grade of general was 
revived by congress, to which he was 
appoiuted June 1, 1888. 


"His achievements are in the front 
rank of the great and successful soldiers 
of his time and are recognized and ac- 
knowledged at home and abroad. To 
the army his loss is personal and irre- 
parable, but the work that he di4 
and the 
associations 
that 
cluster 
about his name will be a greatful mem- 
ory to its older and lend inspiration 
to its younger officers. The flag will be 
placed at halt mass at all the military 
posts and stations. 
Seventeen minute- 
guns will be fired on the day after the 
receipt of this order and the usual 
badge of mourning will be worn li,r 
thirty days.

INDIANAPOIIIB, Aug. 7.—When it be- 
came known that Mr. Porter had em- 
phasized his letter and his speech of 
Saturday night by telling a newspaper 
reporter that he would under no circum- 
stances accept a nomination the urgt^nt 
promoters of it became less active. 
There were signs of clearness then to- 
wards a contest between Colonel Cum- 
back. Colonel Bobertson, the Bev. Ira 
J. Chase and Major G. W. Steele, whose 
candidacies during the day became dis- 
tinctly defined. 
Mr. Chase and his 
friends, accepting the declaration of ex- 
Governor Porter as final, came into the 
field with a vigor that left no doubt as 
to where the Hendricks county candi- 
date would be when it came time in the 
conventions to name gentlemen for gov- 
ernor.

were prominent and 
sported large 
badges, thus fixing their part in the can- 
vass. 


The situation last night at a late hour 
was practically unchanged. 
Everybodv 
was at sea, and the oldest and most 
skillful politician could not tell what the 
convention is likely to do. 
Most of 
them when asked as to the situation 
would reply: "I can't tell a thing about 
it. 
Nobody knows." 
The cause, of 
course, of all this lack of crytallization 
in sentiment is in the uncertainty about 
ex- Governor Porter's candidacy. 
That 
out of the way and things would have 
begun to take shape last night, as quite 
a large number of delegates and work- 
ers are now on the ground. 
The pres- 
sure for his selection, in spite of his de- 
clination, continued, but there was quite 
a decided feeling, especially among the 
more conservative and thoughtful, that 
the declination of the ex-governor ought 
to be accepted. 
Some argued that suc- 
cess was practically assured in the state, 
and that no man ought, under the cir- 
cumstances, be pressed 
into service 
against his wishes. 
They thought 
that any continuance of the demand 
when there was no evidence that Mr. 
Porter had the slighest idea of changing 
his mind, would be a fatal mistake and 
one that was completely uncalled for.

THB WHISET TRUSTS. 


The committee on manufacturers to- 
day resumed its inquiry into the whisky 
trust Joseph B. Green, of Peoria, Ills , 
president of the Great Western Whisky 
trust, produced articles of organization 
among eighty-one organizations forming 
the trust and explained that all property 
and capital of the distillers was pooled 
and certificrtes of stock have been issued. 


The organizations composing the trusts 
are located in Illinois, Ohio, Indiana, 
Wisconsin and other northern states. 
The preamble of agreement recites that 
the purpose of the trust is to secure in- 
telligent CO-operation in the business of 
distilling spirits from grain and other 
material, malting and feeding live stock 
and for the sale of products at home and 
in foreign market. The board controls' 
the operations of the trust. 


Mr. Greenhut explained that the or- 
ganization was a co-operative concern 
intended to insure intelligent, concerted 
action, but not to corner markets. Once 
a month the board of trustees meet to 
examine the books and if circumstances 
warrant it declare dividends and operat- 
ing under its general direction are sub- 
boards to control local work. 


Their rffioers were elected subject to 
the approvdl of the general board, which. 
in this way maintained its control of th«r 
trust 
Of the total annual output of the 
trust (forty million of gallons of spirits) 
about 15 per cent, was consumed as a 
beverage and eight million gallons used 
in the s^rte, and the remainder in manu- 
facture and wine fortification.

He was America's greatest 
field marshal, the bravest of the brave. 
His presenee on the battle field 
inspiration to his soldiers, tox like Napo- 
leon he led h&B men toeertain vietory. 
He was a modest yfiloer in the civil war 
unW his heroism, at the battle of Stime 
river, won for him a promotion, and yoa 
see him again at Miadon Ridge, con- 
fronting an eminenee whose steep in 
dine threatened disaster to the assailing 
troops, waving his oap in the shower of 
bullets, quaffing his bumper of brandy 
to the rebel on the heights, brushing 
from his clothes the dirt and sand fiang 
over him by a bursting shell, and then 
rushing to the desperate deadly charge, 
nor paused till he waved his shining 
sword triumphantly over the deserted 
breastworks 
of 
the 
retreating foe. 
Beady 
enough 
was 
he 
for 
that 
more 
southerly 
cam- 
paign, 
into 
which 
he 
entered 
with the full eonfidence of his chief, and 
the most exulting faith of his country- 
men, 
heralding 
his 
sudden 
fame 
thrcughont the anxious north. 
Into the 
valley of the Shenandoah, after the 
organised armies of the south 
dealing retributive blows upon the army 
that had desolated that 
elysium of 
beauty and Inxnirance, came Sheridan 
thundering from his two days' absence 
at the nation's capital. 
Biding from 
Winchester on his noble black charger 
he encountered the flying, disordered 
troops be had left camped in the smiles 
of security. 
A portentous moment big 
with the fate of the war. The wavering 
columns were breaking fast, and the 
rout of disgraceful defeat had already 
set in. 
As sagacious as he was resolute, 
as intelligent as he was brave, the little 
general, who towered commandingly 
into giant stature when he bestrode his 
horse, dashed along the way smiling to 
the right and left at the panic-stricken 
fugitives, shouting in brave, 
riuging 
tones, "Face the other way, boys; face 
the other way: we'll lick them yet. 
And they did face the other way with 
the cheer of hope restored and bravery 
revived, and once again Little Phil 
swept the rebels from the valley and 
"camped on the field that night." 


Thus runs the life story of the son of 
poor Irish immigrants. 
He was bom in 
Somerset, Ohio, March 6, 1881. 
His 
father was a laborer on the canal, and 
died in 1876. 
His mother died in the 
little town of Somerset, recently, over 
eighty years of age. 
Her boys "Phil" 
and "Mike" were always her delight, 
and in his prosperity it is to the stem 
soldier's credit that he he has never for- 
gotten his plain, humble mother. 
With 
a rich Irish brogue that bespoke her 
lineage she said, recently, of her dis- 
tinguished son: 
"He was always a fine 
lad and good to his mother. 
I don't 
want to be foolish and proud about him, 
but he's been a good son to me. 
He was 
always in mischief and always used to be 
teschin' the boys to be soldiers when he 
was younger than any of 'em. But he 
would never do anything mean, and his 
worst fault wss fightin*. He never leaves 
a year go round that he doesn't come to 
see me, and he's very kind." 


But the energetic, firey and hardy lit- 
tle lad that grew up in the humble Som- 
erset home gave a great deal of trouble 
to his teachers in schools, and to his 
playmates who would not submit to the 
E 
irit born to command. 
He whipped 
nost every boy in the town at some 
period of his school career. 
Early in 
life he became a daring horseback rider. 
His first calvary experience was some- 
times related by himself. 
He was on 
the bare back of an ugly beast without 
strap of leather anywhere about him. 
The critter started into a terrible run 
and did not halt until he came to a tav- 
ern some ten miles away. There he ran 
in the stable shed. 
Sheridan hung on 
like an Indian and did not seem to be in 
the least frightened. 
When asked how 
he managed to stick, the five-year-old 
answered: "I'd been told how to do it 
I just hugged his neck and stuck my 
knees in his side." No one had ever be- 
fore succeeded in elinging to the horse's 
back. 


Phil attended the public schools, but 
delighted more in boyish pranks than in 
application to his books. 
He was above 
mediocrity as a scholar, but not at the 
top, a position in study that he main- 
tamed throughout his higher edueation. 
His school master was a merciless dis- 
ciplinarian and despot named Patrick 
McNally, who held rigidly to the old 
maxim of sparing the rod and spoiling 
the child. 
Sheridan never was in any 
danger of being spoiled under McNally's 
tutelage, but he aohir-ved the first of a 
series of more historic surrenders from 
Schoolmaster McNally when he was but 
ten years old. 
For once Sheridan, who 
fared ill with the teacher, came to school 
earlier than the rest. 
He made his 
promptness count by 
arranging a 
racket 
of iee cold water over the 
door in such a way that the next comer, 
who was sure to be Mr. McNally, was 
oru3lly doused. 
After 
the 
enraged 
teacher had shaken satisfactory evidence 
of innocence out of all the pupils as 
they entered the school room, a judg- 
ment of conviction was passed on the 
only one yet to appear, the little Sheri- 
dan boy. 
The judgment was not wiped 
out until the master had chased Phil all 
the way home, and there, in turn, had 
been chased up an apple tree by the 
bad boy's big Newfounland dog 
After 
five minutes of negotiation and dicker- 
ing tbe shivering and chattering master 
made an uoconditional surrender and the 
boy called off the dutiful dog. Sheridan 
afterward said that McNally kept his 
word with hbn striotly, bat he had 
henceforth to take two whippings for 
every offense committed in that school. 


But it could not always be play and 
school for the poor little Irish boy. 
When twelve years old he found em- 
ployment in a hardware store, where he 
remained four months, 
snlMequently 
spending 
four years as olerk in a 
dry 
goods 
store. 
Bat 
mercantile 


parratts were always tedkma and piasgr to 
the boy'who had been for a nomber 
yean wrapped ap in the deaiie to be 
soldier. 
Ihe boyish visicm ol vigorous 
command and hard fights dazzled his 
imagination man than nuiforma and 
Aoalder straps, wlUeh generally oonati 
tate the greatest part of a boy soldier's 
delight. 
In later years Sheridan 
ways preferred fatigae dress and a shab- 
by aniform. 
He loved fighting and 
victories. 
He loved to drill his play- 
matee vigorously with a tin sword 
When sixteen years old a vacancy oe- 
onrred in the West Point oadet repre- 
sentation from kis distriot, and OWeral 
Sheridan, learning of it, sat down and 
wrote General Bitchie a straightforward 
api^oation for the place. 
This manly 
boy's action secured for him the prize, 
while a half dozen fathers were beseech- 
ing the congressman in behalf of their 
sons 
or 
friends. 
Sheridan 
had 
never 
been twenty miles from his 
home and his education was limited. 
But, upon receiving directions to report 
at West Point, June 1, 1848 for examin- 
ation, he at once went to work to pre- 
pare himself. An old man named Olark 
who was considered a fine mathema 
tician, assisted him. 
But during this 
time he came near naver seeiog West 
Point. While lying on his bed at night, 
tired out after his day's work in the 
store, he was hard at his studies, 
lighted candle standing near the bed. 
Otadnally his eyes grew heavy, the book 
slipped from his grasp, and he fell 
asleep. 
In some way the candle fell and 
set the bed on fire, and he barely awak- 
ened in time to save himself and the 
buildiiig. 
In three months' time he was 
ready for his examination, which was 
successful, and he was installed a cadet. 


Sheridan's record at the academy was 
that of a slow, plodding boy, not over 
bright, but full of determination. When 
he entered West Point he knew noth 
ing of algebra, geometry, or the higher 
branches of study. 
Gen. Slocnm, 
New Tork, was his room mate and 
hard-working student considerably ad 
vanced. 
He helped the Ohio boy out of 
many a knotty mathematical difficulty 
They were e8i;^est chums, and at night 
when all the cadets were tupposed to be 
in bed, Sheridan and Slocum were in 
the habit of hanging a blanket over the 
window and tnen pursuing their studies 
by a lighted lamp. 
In Sheridan's grad 
uating year he successfully engaged in a 
pugilistic encounter 
with a student, 
which unfortunately resulted in his ex 
pulsion. 
He was restored to the rolls 
in time to graduate with the class in 
1858. 
For many years Sheridan felt 
he was unjustly dealt with regarding his 
expulsion, but finally acquiesced in the 
justice of his sentence. 


For two years Somerset lost sight of 
him, and then he came home on his first 
leave of absence. 
He brought two com 
panions with him, the now famous Gen. 
George Orook and Oolonel 
Nugent 
These three cadets were the lions of the 
town and picnics, rides and rural frolics 
filled the summer. 
He closed bis round 
of pleasures by thrashing a young law- 
yer named Henessy, twice as big as 
himself, who had made some idle re- 
marks about his family. 
The story of 
this fight is about the last reminiscence 
those plain people have of the poor boy 
who used to live among them, since so 
famous.

Among the twelve thousand EngWah» 
men engaged in deep-sea iishing there 
are many cases of fracture and contnsion. 
Formerly nothing could be done for a 
poor fellow but to take him to London 
in the steamer^ which carried the fish 
from the smacks to the market.

about in agony before he could receive 
medical aid, and many a life might have 
been saved could the injured man have 
been treated at once. An amusing story,

The Sun's Feat. 


At a royal institution lecture. Prof, 
lir William Thomson expounded the 
test dynamical theories regarding the 
|"l)robable origin, total amount, 
and 
Jpossible duration of the sun's heat. 
¡Ihiring tlie 3,000 years or more of which 
(man possesses historic records there was, 
the learned physi(ást showed, no trace 
¡of variati<ins in solar energy; and there 
iwas no distinct «»vidence of it even, 
Ithough the earth as a whole, from being 
jnearer the sun. i-cceived in January six 
¡and one-half per cent more heat than in 
July. 


But in the millions of years Avhioh 
geology carries us buck, it might safely 
'be said there must 
luive been great 
changes. 
How had the solar fires been 
maintained during tliose ages? 
The 
•Bcientifio answer to this question was 
Ithe theory of Helmholtz that the>snn 
was a vast globe gradually cfioling, but 
as it cooled shrinking, 
and that 
the 
¡shrinkage—which 
was the effe<rt of 
[gravity upon its mass -ke])t up its tem- 
iperature. The total of the sun's heat was 
¡equal to that which would bo required 
'to keep up 406,000 millions of millions 
^or8e-power,or about 78,000 horse-power 
for every squai-e meter—á little more 
than a S(jnare yard: and yet the modem 
jdynamical theory of lumt shows that the 
jsun's mass would require only to fall in 
or contract thirty-five meters per annum 
fto keep up that trenjendous energy. At 
[this rate the solar radius in 2,000 year» 
.time would be abotit one hundredth per 
cent, less than at present. 
I A time would come when the temper- 
,ature would fall, and it was thus incon- 
.ceivable that the sun w^ould cimtinue to 
;emit heat sutiicient to sustain 
existing 
'life on the globe for more than 10,000,- 
jOOO years. A]5plying the same principle» 
Retrospectively, they could not suppose 
that the sun had existed more than 20,- 
jOOO.OOO years, no matter Avhat mighti 
have been its origin—whiither it came 
into existence from the clash of world'» 
pre-existing f)r of dift'used 
nebidous 
inatter. 
There was a great clinging by 
igeologists and biologists to va.stly longer 
peri ds, but the physicist, treating it as 
a dynamic question w ith calculable ele- 
ments, could come to no other conolu- 
tsion materially difterent from what he 
[had stated. 


Sir William Thomson declined to dis- 
^onss any chemical smirce of heat, which, 
Jwhatever its effect when primeval ele- 
•nents first eame into contaot, was ab- 
Wlately insignificant compared with the 
jcffeots of gravity after globes like the 
mm and the earth had been formed. 
In 
'all these speculations they were in the 
land driven to the ultimate elements of 
[matter, to the 
question—when 
tber 
thought what became of all the SUE'S 
keat—what is the luminiferous ether 
that fills space, and to that most won- 
derful form of force ujion w hich Faraday 
apent so much of the thought oí has 
later years—gravity ?

He was a modest officer in the clrfl war 
nntil his heroism, at tbe battle of Stone 
river, won for him a promotion, and you 
see him again at Mlaeion Ridge, con- 
fronting an eminence whose steep in- 
cline threatened disaster to the assailing 
troops, waving hla cap in the shower of 
bullets, quaffing hla bumper of brandy

.rich IrUh brogne that bespoke ber 
lineage she aaU. recently, of her dls- 
tu»Disb«d ton: "He wan always a fine 
lad and good to bis mother. I don't 
want to be foolish and proud aboot him, 
bathe's been a good son to DM. He was 
always In mhcblet and always ucd to be 
teaehin' the boys to be aoldtors when he 
was younger than any of 'am. Bathe 
would aerer do uvihtng mean, and his 
wont faolt WM flghtm*. He never leave* 
a year go round that he doesn't come to 
see me, and he's Tory kind." 


Bat the energetic, flrey and hardy lit- 


tle lad that grew up In the humble Bom- 
ersct home gave a gnat deal of trouble 
to his leaehera in aohools, and to hia 
playmates who would not submit to the 
spirit bora to command. 
He whipped 


almost every boy In tbe town at some 
period of his school earaer. 
Early In 


fife he became a daring horseback rider. 
Hla first calvary experience waa some- 
times related by himself. 
He waa OB 


the bare back of an ugly beaat without 
strap of leather anywhere about him. 
The oritter started into a terrible run 
and did not halt nntil he came to a tav- 
ern some ten mllea away. There he ran 
In the stable shed. Sheridan hang on 
like an Indian and 'did not seem to be in 
the leaat frightened. When asked how 
he managed to stick, the five-year-old 
answered: "I'd been told how to do it. 
I Joet hugged hta neck and stuck my 
knees in his side.** No one had ever be- 
fore succeeded In clinging to the hone's 
back. 
Phil attended tB« public schools, bnt 


delighted more in boyish pranks than In 
application to hla books. He was above 
mediocrity M a scholar, but not at the 
top, a poBltion in study that he main- 
tained throughout his higher education. 
Hla school muter was a mercilesa dis- 
ciplinarian and despot named Patrick 
MoNally, who held rigidly to the old 
maxim of sparing the rod and spoiling 
the child. Sheridan never was in any 
danger of being spoiled under MoKally's 
tutelage, bnt he achieved the first of a 
scrlea of more historic surrenders from 
Schoolmaster MoNally when he was bnt 
ten years old. For once Sheridan, who 
fared ill with the teacher, came to uohool 
earlier than tho rest. He made hia 
promptness count by 
arranging a 


bnoket of Ice cold water over the 
door in such a way that the next comer, 
who was sura to be Mr. MoNally, was 
era ally doused. After 
the 
enraged 


of innocence out of all the pupils aa 
they entered the school room, a judg- 
ment of conviction was passed on the 
only one yet to appear, the little Sheri- 
dan boy. The judgment waa not wiped 
ont until the maater had chased Phil all 


been chased np an apple tree by the 
bad boy'a big Newfonnland dog. After 
five minntcs of negotiation and dicker- 
ing the shivering and chattering master 
made an unconditional surrender and the 
boy called oQ the dutiful dog. Sheridan 
afterward said that MoNally kept his 
word with him fitriotly, bat ho had 


every offense committed in that school. 


Bat it could not always bo play and 


school for the poor little Irish hoy. 
When twelve years old he fonnd em* 
ploy men t Iti a hardware store, where he 
remained foar mouths, aabseqaently 
BpondiDB 'our jnara an clerk in a 
dry goods store, 
Bnt 
mercantile 


puiBuito were always tedious and prosy to 
the boy who had been for a number of 
years wrapped up In the desire to be a 
soldier. 
The boyish vision of vigorous 


command and hard fight* datBled his 
imagination more than nnifomu and 
shoulder straps, which generally consti- 
tute the greatest part of k boy aoUlcr'a 
delight. 
In later yean Sheridan al- 


ways preferred fatigue drees and a shab- 
by uniform. 
Ee loved fighting and 


victories. 
He loved to drill his play- 


mates vigorously with a tin sword. 
When sixteen years old a vacancy 60- 
oorredin the West Point cadet repre- 
sentation from his district, and (General 
Sheridan, learning of It, sat down and 
wrote General Bitohlea straightforward 
application for the place. 
This manly 


boj*B action secured for him the price, 
while a half dozen fathera were beaeeoh- 
Ing the oongreanun in behalf of their 
aona 
or 
friends. 
Sheridan 
had 


never been twenty miles from his 
home and hla education was limited. 
Bnt, Upon receiving directions to report 
at West Point, June 1, 1B48, for examin- 
ation, he at once went to work to pre- 
pare himself. An old man named Olark, 
who was considered a fine mathenm< 
tioian, assisted him. 
Bnt during tbia 


time he came near naver seeing West 
Point. While lying on his bed at night, 
tired ont after his day's work In the 
store, he waa hard at hia studies, a 
lighted candle standing near the bed. 
Gradually his eyee grew heavy, the book 
alipped from hie grasp, and he fell 
asleep. In some way the candle fell and 
set the bed on fire, and he barely awak- 
ened in time to aave himself and the 
bnildlng. In three months' time he was 
ready for his examination, which was 
snooetstol, and he was installed a cadet. 


Sheridan's record at the academy waa 


that of a alow, plodding boy. not over- 
bright, bnt (oil of determination. When 
he entered West Point he knew noth- 
ing of algebra, geometry, ot the higher 
branches ot study. Gen. Sloonm, of 
New York, war his room mate and a 
hard-working student ootulderably ad- 
vanced. He helped the Ohio boy oat of 
many a knotty mathematical difficulty, 
They were estates* chums, and at night 
when all tbe cadets were (opposed to be 
In bed, Sheridan and Slooum were In 
the habit of hanging a blanket over the 
window and then punulng their studies 
by a lighted lamp. In Bherldan'a grad- 
uating year h* raeoesafu.lv engaged In a 
pnallMfle encounter with a student, 
which unfortunately resulted In his ex- 
pulsion. He was restored to the rolls 
in time to graduate with the class In 
1808. 
Por many yean Sheridan felt 


he was unjustly dealt with regarding hia 
expulsion, but finally aeqnleaeed in the 
justice of hia sentence. 


Pot two yean Somerset lost sight of 


him, and then he eame home on hla first 
leave of absence. He brought two com* 
panlotw with him, the now famous Gen. 
George Crook and Colonel Nugent. 
These three cadet* wen the llona of the 
town and plonkw, rides and rural frolics 
rUlwtthe sflmm«r. He closed his round 
of pleasures by thrashing a young law- 
yer named HeaeMy, twice aa big as 
bimaelf. who bad made some Idle re- 
mark* about hla family. The story of 
thai fight la about the last reminiscence 
those plain people have of the poor boy 
Who tssed to lire among them, since so 
famous.
